There were only 20 cases on the list, ind 
eating the county is keeping up its repu 
tation as a law abiding and orderly com 
munity. In charging the Grand Jury 
Judge YerMes spoke of the assassination o 
the President and in condemnation of an 
ai'chy. 
A prisoner who was alleged 


have expressed gratification at the deat 
of the President was interrogated

Court as to his views upon the subject 
anarchy, but he was prompt to disclaim 
all affiliation with that society. The fo 
lowing are the proceedings in detail: 


Constable Rue, of Bristol, returned vio

Charles Scarborough, of Solebury, wa 


sent to the county jail for four months fo 
stealing chickens, the property of Job. 
LaRue, of Pineville. He pleaded guilty 


Herman Ott, the Bedminster schoo 


teacher charged with furnishing liquor t 
pupils, was fined $50 and sent to jail fo 
20 days, the minimum punishment. Th 
case, owing to the nature of Ott's profes 
sion, attracted considerable attention, bu 
he was not regarded in any way represent 
ative of the teachers of this county, but 
weak character who got into the profession 
rather by accident than upon his merits. 


D. H. Case and T. H. Heeler pleadei 


guilty to the theft of articles from a trunl 
belonging to Jonathan R. Deisher, o 
Richlanatown. It was Keeler, of whom 
the Court made inquiry concerning hi 
alleged anarchistic sentiments. 
Thej 


were sent to the county jail for fou 
months. 


Harry Wylansky was acquitted of fh( 


charge of vagrancy, but was held pending 
an inquiry as to his mental condition, ai 
there were circumstances indicating thai 
he might be insane. 


Fred Moore, of Cincinnati, Ohio, was 


sent to the penitentiary for four years for 
stealing a pocketbook from Mrs, Catharine 
Roop, of Morrisville. 


James Ross pleaded guilty to furnishing 


liquor to people of known intemperate 
habits and was fined $100 and sent to jai 
for 90 days. 


Charles Milligan, charged with nuisance, 


was convicted and sent to jail for six 
months. 
v 


Charles Wilson, charged with cruelty to 


animals, was acquitted of the charge but 
went to jail ten days for malicious mis- 
chief, to which he pleaded guilty. He had 
injured a cow by kicking the animal. On 
the cruelty charge the costs were divided 
between him and Martin Ulrick, the pro- 
secutor. 


Miles Devinney, Sr., pleaded guilty to 


assault upon Justice William M. Ely, of 
Solebury, and was fined $100 and com- 
pelled to take the pledge for two years. 


In the case of John Elmer and his 
SOD, 


of Bristol, charged by Constable Rue and 
wife with asasult and battery, the Grand 
Jury ignored the bills and divided the costs. 


Jacob and Jennie Warner, of Doyles- 


town, were acquitted of the charge of nuis- 
ance and keeping a disorderly house. The 
costs were divided between them and the 
prosecutors. 


Robert Kelly, charged with aggravated 


assault and battery for having run down 
and fatally injured Charles Brown, of 
Yardley, while driving through that vil- 
lage, entered n plea of not guilty. Kelly 
declared that his horse had run away and 
that he was not responsible for tne acci- 
dent. 
The jury convicted him, however, 


and he was sent to jail for six months and 
fined $100. 


John A. Logan, of Eureka, was fined $5 


and had costs imposed for assaulting his 
wife. 


William Steifer, of Springfield, 
was 


convicted of assault and battery upon his 
stepson and was fined $25 and had costs to 
pay. 
This was the last case and court ad- 


journed. 


The Grand Jury's report was exceeding- 


ly brief, recommending some repairs to 
the street in front of the jail. 


The Hilltown School Board, removed by 


the Court two years ago, and again re-elect- 
ed, is likely to have some more trouble in 
future. 
It will be remembered that about 


two years ago the directors refused to re- 
pair and open what was known as Union- 
ville school. An inspector was appointed 
by the Court and reported that he deemed 
the school a necessity. The matter final- 
ly got into such shape that the Board was 
removed by the Court. The dispute then 
became so bitter that factions were formed 
in the township with those sustaining the 
Board on one side and those opposed to it 
on the other. 
It was made the subject of 


political dissension and when the election 
took place the friends of the School Board, 
being in the majority, re-elected the Di- 
rectors who had been removed. 


On Monday Hon. Harry J. Shoemaker 


presented a petition to the Court asking 
that an inspector be appointed to again 
inquire into the situation. 


During the proceedings which resulted 


in the removal of the Board two years ago 
it was alleged on behalf of the Directors 
that they were justified in their declina- 
tion to re-establish the school upon the 
ground that the building was in such bad 
shape that to repair it would cost almost 
as much money as to build a new school 
and that moreover the school was no long- 
er a necessity at that place. 


Eleanor Parish Thornton, formerly well 


known to many people in the lower end 
of the county, and for years a resident of 
the county, died at her home in Philadel- 
phia en Friday morning, aged 73 years.

0. Thornton. Mrs. Thornton was a daugh- 
ter of the late Franklin Oomly, Esq., a 
prominent citizen of Somerton. She was 
a kind-hearted and charitable woman and 
in her younger days had many friends in 
this county.

Knight, of Doylestown, died Decently, leav- 
ing Mrs. Thornton the last survivor of her 
family. Her funeral took place at her 
residence in- Philadelphia on Sunday even- 
ing.

Penn cemetery, Somerton, on Monday 
morning.

at Buffalo the Day 


He Wss Shot. 


The speech delivered by President 


McKinley at 
Buffalo on Thursday, 


Sept 6, the day before his attempted 
assassination, IB regarded as one of the 
best public addresses which he ever 
made. He was Introduced to the vast 
crowd of auditors which packed the 
esplanade of the exposition grounds 
by President Milburn, who said sim- 


ply: 


"Ladles and gentlemen, the presi- 


dent" 


When the cheering had subsided. 


President McKinley spoke as follows: 


President Mllburn, Director General 


Buchanan, Commissioners, Ladles and 
Gentlemen—lam glad to be again In the 
city of Buffalo and exchange greetings 
with her people, to whose generous hos- 
pitality I am not a stranger and with 
whose good will I have been repeated- 
ly and signally honored. Today I bave 
additional satisfaction in meeting and 
giving welcome to the foreign repre- 
sentatives assembled here, whose pres- 
ence and participation in this exposi- 
tion have contributed In so marked a 
degree to Its interest and success. To 
the commissioners of the Dominion of 
Canada and the British colonies, the 
French colonies, the republics of Mex- 
ico and of Central and South America 
and the commissioners of Cuba and 
Porto Rico, who share wltb us In this 
undertaking, we give the hand of fel 
lowship and felicitate wltb them upon 
the triumphs of art, science, education 
and manufacture which the old has 
bequeathed to the new century 


Expositions are the timekeepers of 


progress. They record the world's ad- 
vancement. They stimulate the energy, 
enterprise and Intellect of the peopl? 
and quicken human genius. They go 
into the home 
They broaden and 


brighten tbe dally life of the people. 
Ihey open mighty storehouses of in- 
formation to the student. Every expo- 
sition, great or small, has helped to 
some onward step 
Comparison of 


Ideas is always educational and as 
such instructs the brain and hand of 
man. Friendly rivalry follows, which 
Is the spur to industrial improvement, 
the inspiration to useful Invention and 
to high endeavor In all departments of 
human activity.

done Its work thoroughly, piesentlng 
in its exhibits evidences of the highest 
skill and Illustrating the progress of 
the human family In the western hem- 
isphere. This portion of the earth has 
no cause for humiliation for the part It 
has performed In the march of civiliza- 
tion. It has not accomplished every- 
thing: far from It. It has simply done 
Its best, and without vanity or boast- 
fulness and recognizing the manifest 
achievements of others It invites the 
friendly rivalry of all the powers in the 
peaceful pursuits of trade and com- 
merce and will co-operate with all in 
advancing tbe highest and best Inter- 
est! of humanity. The wisdom and en- 
ergy of all tbe nations are none too 
great tor the world's work. The suc- 
cess of art. science. Industry and In- 
vention Is an International asset and a 
common glory. 


After all, bow near one to tbe other 


Is every part of the world! Modern In- 
ventions bave brought Into close rela- 
ilon widely separated peoples and 
made them better acquainted. 
Geo- 


graphic and political divisions will con- 
tinue to exist, but distances have been 
effaced. Swift ships and fast trains 
are becoming cosmopolitan. Tbey In- 
vade fields which a few years ago were 
Impenetrable. The world's products are 
exchanged as never before, and wltb 
increasing transportation facilities come 
Increasing knowledge and larger trade. 
Prices are fixed with mathematlc pre- 
cision by supply and demand. The 
world's selling prices are regulated by 
market and crop reports. 
. We travel greater distances In a 
shorter space of time and with more 
ease than was ever dreamed of by the 
fathers.

The 
telegraph keeps us advised of what Is 
occurring everywhere, and the press 
foreshadows with more or less ac- 
curacy the plans and purposes of the 
nations. Market prices of products and 
of securities are hourly known in every 
commercial mart, and tbe investments 
of tbe people extend beyond their own 
national boundaries into tbe remotest 
parts of the earth. Vast transactions 
are conducted and International ex- 
changes are made by the tick of the 
cable. Every event of Interest is imme- 
diately bulletined. 


The quick .gathering and transmis- 


sion of news, like rapid transit, are of 
recent origin and are only made pos- 
sible by tbe genius of tbe inventor and 
the courage of the Investor. It took a 
special messenger of the government, 
wltb every facility known at the time 
for rapid travel, nineteen days to go 
from the city of Washington to New 
Orleans with a message to General 
Jackson that the war with England 
had ceased and a treaty of peace had 
been signed. How different nowl We 
reached General Miles in Porto Rico 
by cable, and be was able through the 
military telegraph to stop his army on 
the firing line with tbe message that 
the United States and Spain had sign- 
ed a protocol suspending hostilities. 


We knew almost Instantly of the first 


shots fired at Santiago, and the subse- 
quent surrender of tbe Spanish forces 
was known at Washington within less 
than an hour of its consummation. The 
first ship of Gen-era's fleet bad hardly 
emerged from that historic harbor 
when tbe fact was flashed to onr cap- 
ital, and tbe swift destruction that fol- 
lowed 
was announced immediately 


through the wonderful medium of te- 
legraphy. So accustomed are we to 
safe and easy communication wltb dis- 
tant lands that its temporary interrup- 
tion even in ordinary times results hi 
loss and Inconvenience. We shall never 
forget the days of anxious waiting and 
awful suspense when no Information 
was permitted to be sent from Peking 
and the diplomatic representatives of 
the nations In China, cat off from all

tb'e walled capital, were surrounded by 
an angry and misguided mob that 
threatened their lives, nor the joy that 
thrilled tbe world when a slugK mes- 
sage from the government of the Unit- 
ed States brought through our minister 
the first news of tbe safety of tbe be- 
sieged diplomats. 


At tbe beginning of the nineteenth 


century theie was not a mile of steam 
railroad on the globe. Now there are 
enough miles to make Its circuit many 
times 
Then there was not a line of 


electric telegraph. 
Now we have a 


vast mileage traversing all lands and 
all seas. God and man bave linked 
the nations together. No nation can 
longer be Indifferent to any other, and 
as we are brought more and more in 
touch wltb each other the less occasion 
Is there for misunderstandings and 
the stiongei the disposition when we 
bave differences to adjust them In the 
court of arbitration, which Is the no 
blest forum for the settlement of inter- 
national disputes.

Need of Reciprocity. 


By 
sensible 
trade 
arrangements I 


which will not Interrupt our home pro- 
duction we shall extend the outlets for 
our increasing surplus. A system which 
provides a mutual exchange of com- 
modities is manifestly essential to the 
continued and healthful growth of our 
export trade. We must not lepose In 
fancied security that we can forever 
sell everything and buy little or noth- 
ing. If such a thing were possible, it 
would not be best fur us or for those 
with whom we deal. We should take 
from our customers such of their prod- 
ucts as we can use without harm to 
our Industries and Inbor. Reciprocity 
is the natuial outgrowth of our won- 
derful Industrial development under 
the domestic policy now firmly estab- 
lished. What we produce beyond our 
domestic consumption must have vent 
abroad. Tbe excess must be relieved 
through a foreign outlet, and we should 
sell everywhere we c«n and buy wher- 
ever the buying will enlarge our sales 
and productions and thereby make a 
greater demand for fiome labor 
The 


period of exclusivenfss Is past. The 
expansion of our trade and commerce 
Is the pressing problem. Comjnercial 
wars are unprofitable A policy of good 
will and friendly traile relations will 
prevent reprisals. Reciprocity treaties 
are In harmony wltb the spirit of the 
times; measures of retaliation are not. 


If, perchance, some of our tariffs are 


no longer needed for revenue or to en- 
courage and protect our Industries at 
home, why should they not be employ- 
ed to extend and promote our markets 
abroad? Then, too, we have Inade- 
quate steamship service. New lines of 
steamers have already been put In 
commission between tbe Pacific coast 
ports of tbe United States and those 
of the western coasts of Mexico and 
Central and South America. These 
should be followed up with direct 
steamship lines between the eastern 
coast of tbe United States aud South 
American ports. 


One of tbe needs of the times Is di- 


rect commercial lines from our vast 
fields of production to the fields of con- 
sumption that we have but barely 
touched. Nest in advantage to having 
the thing to sell Is to have the conven- 
ience to carry It to the buyer. We 
must encourage our merchant marine, 
We must have more ships. They must 
be under tbe American flag, built and 
manned and owned by Americans. 
These will not only be profitable In a 
commercial sense; they will be messen- 
gers of peace and amity wherever they 
go. We must build the Isthmian canal, 
which will unite tbe two oceans and 
give a straight line of water communi- 
cation with the western coasts of Cen- 
tral and South America and Mexico. 
The construction of a Pacific cable can- 
not be longer postponed. 


A Fraternity of Republic*. 


In the furtherance of these objects of 


world's good and that out of this city 
may come not only greater commerce 
and trade for us all, but, more essential 
than these, relations of mutual respect, 
confidence and filtndshlp which will 
deepen and enduie. Our earnest prayer 
Is that God will graciously vouchsafe 
prosperity, happiness and peace to all 
our neighbors and like blessings to all 
the peoples and powers of earth.

companies operating between Philadelphia 
and Bristol.

The sale was made under 
the mortgage and bought by the -Nesham- 
Iny company. 


The latter road is organized under an 


elevated charter and by this means will be 
able to close up the objectionable gap ex- 
isting in Oroydon, where a railroad official 
has been able to prevent the laying of rails 
in front of his home.

It was witl 
great difficulty that the body was gotten 
from its position. Crowbars were used to 
pry the elevator and the wire cable whicl 
draws the elevator was broken before the 
body was released. Life was extinct be- 
fore help was rendered. Doctors were 
summoned, but there was nothing fo 
them to do. 


Coroner Kunsmim, of Morrisville, was 


summoned and the following jury em 
panelled: William Louderbougb, B. 0

A number 
of witnesses were called and examined 
It was clearly demonstrated that if the 
youth had been properly attending to his 
duties the accident would not have hap- 
pened as bis duties were to remain on the 
ground floor and receive the boskets of 
empty spools that come down on the eleva 
tors and take them to another portion o: 
the mill. His duties at no time requirec 
liim to use the elevator to go to the seconc 
floor. 


The elevator is a new one and MB only 


been in operation about three weeks. Ii 
was bnilt expressly for the purpose o! 
avoiding accidents, and to do away with 
the necessity of the boys using a larger 
one which was formerly used by them. 
The elevator is a light, slow speed one anc 
was provided with every safety appliance. 


The only plausible theory advanced as 


to the canee of the accident is that the boy 
stood on the platform, reached into the 
elevator and started it. 
As the elevator 


was ascending and the floor thereof had 
reached a point probably as high as his 
waist, he clambered on, but before he could 
get into the car the ceiling was reaohec 
and his life crushed out between the floor 
of the elevator and the ceiling. The scalp 
was cut, and his chest crushed, death be- 
ing almost instantaneous. 


After examining the premises at the 


milTand hearing the testimony of employ- 
ees, the jury proceeded to Fine's hotel, 
where Mr. Harple, the boy's father, was 
ixamined. The jury rendered the follow- 
ng verdict:

Most of the com- 
mitteemen against whom fights were made 
were re-elected, notwithstanding they had 
no notice in advance of the convention 
that their re-election was likely to be con- 
tested. 


The Bristol fight is merely an incident 


in the train of events. The selection of 
the recent delegation to the State Con- 
vention, headed by ex-City Treasurer Frank 
F. Bell, the close personal friend of Cap- 
tain Edwards, appears to have filled with 
alarm some of the local leaders, who have 
regarded it as ominous of a new deal. It 
was then determined to seize the first op- 
portunity to make a fight against Edwards 
for the purpose of affecting his prestige, 
which was accordingly done, with the re- 
sult stated.

ident McKinley, on Friday was received in 
Bristol at a time when all her citizens 
were rejoicing in the prospect of a speedy 
recovery. Messages were received over the 
telephone until a late hoar telling of the 
steady sinking in the condition of the dis-. 
tinguished patient. Upon retiring at night 
on Friday, It waa with thoughts in the 
minds of most of the inhabitants that the 
dawn oil Saturday would bring word thai 
the spirit of the President had taicen its 
flight. 


While prepared to receive the sad Intel- 


ligence the death news nevertheless came 
as a shock, and the tears that were shed 
and the sorrow that was depicted was mate 
testimony of the love, reverence, and es- 
teem in which William McKinley was held. 


With one accord the citizens of the bor- 


ough displayed the badge of mourning. 
From residences and business houses flags 
were put out, the national emblem being 
tied with crepe. The postofBce was draped 
and sombre black covered the doors and 
windows of most of the houses of trade.

The following is a letter from George 


L, Jarvis received by hi* parents. 
The 


young man left Baltimore last June 
third officer on the transport "Nero," wit 
a cargo of coal, destined for San Francis- 
co by way of Cape Horn. The letter 
be read with interest by hit many friend 
here: 


Longitude, 49° 55 mm. 
Latitude, 65 S. 


July 12, 1901. 


Well, who would have thought severa 


weeks ago tfiat at this date I would be 
Sou th of the Equator and in a longitud 
which abreast of Philadelphia would be 
well across the Atlantic? I, least of all 
When we arrive in port I have very little 
time to write letters because usually ou 
stay is very brief, my duties so numeou 
and sight-seeing take all my time. 
So 


thought it best to start one to you now in 
which 1 could tell you something abou 
our first stop which was Port Castries, IB 
land of St. Lucia, which is a British pos 
session of the Windward group just nortl 
of Trinidad. 
We arrived there after 


very pleasant run from Baltimore; in 
which we had one breakdown of severe 
hours, on the Fourth of July, and of course 
dressed the ship in honor of the day. 
W 


arrived early in the day but there was a 
Dutch cruiser and two steamers coaling 
so we had to wait until two o'clock before 
we could get to the dock. The coal is 
carried aboard in ba.kets by native women 
principally, who, I think are about as low 
> type of humanity as could be imagined 
We finished coaling about six o'clock anc 
left immediately. 


The island is very pretty and like all the 


islands we saw, very high, looking very 
much like clouds when first sighted. It is 
almost entirely covered with thick tropica 
growth with palms and banana trees inter 
mingled. 
With the exception of the Eng 


lien soldiers I did not see a white person. 
Everything was quite English, and it was 
rather strange netting accustomed to the 
£ s. d. when we got our money changed 
The ship looks like a fruit store with ba- 
nanas, and pineapples hanging out to rip 
en. Fruit was abundant and I laid in 
supply of bananas, pineapples, limes 
limejuice, guava jelly and managrine. 
I have had a pineapple cut, sweetened anc 
put on the ice nearly every day which one 
of the officers and I enjoy later in toe 
evening. I have seen and eaten so much 
of the fruit that I am almost sick of it 
something I thought previously impossi- 
ble. 


Our next stop, where this will be mail- 


ed, is Montevideo, which we Expect to 
reach in about ten days. From there we 
jo to Valpariso, where I hope to receive 
lots of letters. 
Pichilinque IB our desti 


lation. It is nothing but a coaling port 
far from any town on the Gulf of Califor- 
nia. We will be there about three week., 
and unless orders are awaiting ua will go 
to San Francicao. You can write to me 
when you receive this to U. S. Collier 
Sero, care of American Consul, La Paz, 
Uexico. 


My summer vacation, in which I had 


ilanned to have such a good time, is 
mocked higher than a kite; however, there 
is a chance that I will be back by Christ- 
mas, and I am living in hopes. 


The weather i. very cool and pleasant, 


which seems strange as we are directly ot 
the Equator. Just think in several weeks 
ve will be in the land of ice and snow and 
long dark night.. Quite strange tor Au- 
gust.

There i. a chance that we will continue 


around the world but I hope not this trip. 


Next trip, if I stay, I would not mind 


going around. 


We stop at St. Lucia on our way back 


and if I can get green fruit that will keep 
! will send or bring soma home with me. 


Well, good-bye, until we get to Monte- 


•idio, when I will finish this.

Mgr. Stephan Burled at Cornwells. 
In compliance with his request, the re- 


mains of Mgr. Stephan, the venerable 
Jatholic missionary to the Indians, were 
aid at rest Monday afternoon in the beau- 
ifnl secluded cemetery of the Sisters of 
,he Blessed Sacrament, at Oornwells. The 
Sisterhood, whose mother house is at Corn- 
wells, was founded by Mother Eatharine 
Drexel, for the evangelization of the In- 
dians and negroes, and its special mission 
was thus closely identified with the cause 
to which the deceased prelate had devot- 
ed the greater part of hia life. Hence it 
was at St. Elizabeth's Convent, Cornwella, 
that Mgr. Stephan celebrated the fiftieth 
anniversary of his ordination to the priest- 
hood, on March 21, 1899, when Cardinal 
Gibbons, Mgr. Martinelll, now also a Car- 
dinal ; Arcnbishops Ryan and Oorrigan and 
other dignitaries assembled there in his 
honor. Perhaps hie last visit to the con- 
vent was early in August, when he presid- 
ed at the Solemn High Mass in the Church 
of the Gesn, at the celebration of the Feast 
of St. Ignatius Loyola. 


Monsinor Stephan died last Thursday 


in Washington, D. O., where he had been 
Director of the Bureau of Catholic Indian 
Missions since 1884, and the funeral ser- 
vices were held Monday morning at the 
national capital in St. Stephen's Catholic 
Church, Cardinal Gibbons pronouncing 
the absolution of the body and paying a 
touching tribute to the long and faithful 
services of the Monsignor in behalf of the 
Catholic Indian Missions. Mother Eatha- 
rine Drexel add about eight other Sisters 
of the Blessed Sacrament were present, 
and accompanied.the remains on the New 
York express, which reached Broad Street 
Station at 3.50 o'clock Monday. 
At the 


station Archbishop Ryan joined the little 
funeral cortege, which included Walter 
George Smith, Rev. F. J. O'Oonnell, rec- 
tor of St. Stephen's, Washington, D. 0.; 
Rev. A. J. MoOne, Chaplain to St. Eliza- 
beth's Convent, and Rev. L. A. Deering, 
fc.rmer chaplain. The train stopped at 
Cornwells, whence the remains were re- 
moved to the convent cemetery. 
At the 


grave-Archbishop Ryan officiated. 


Mgr. 3. A. Stephan was born nearly 80 


years ago in Germany. By parentage he 
was both Greek and Irish. While an in- 
structor in civil engineering at one of the 
German universities he became seriously 
111, and recovering he decided to become a 
priest. He came to America, was ordain- 
ed in Cincinnati, and became one of the 
co-laborers of the famous Father de Smet 
among the Black Feet tribe. 
During the 


civil war Mgr. Stephan was a chaplain 
with the forces of General Sheridan. 
The 


latter part of bis life was spent chiefly in 
Washington. Several years ago be waa 
elevated to the rank of a Domestic Prelate 
of the Papal household by Pope Leo XIII.

Concerning the Charter. 


Under the provisions of the present 


Bristol borough charter, no improvement, 
mch as building a system of sewers, can 
be made. That ancient instrument pro- 
vides "that the whole amount of indebted- 
ness of said Borough shall nut at aqy time 
exceed the sum of ten thousand dollars." 
Unless Bristol wishes to remain clothed 
n its old garments, while other towns of 
the county are keen to the advantage of 


unicipal improvements, the old charter 


should be surrendered or amended. Sew- 
ers are the present vital need of the town, 
and before any step can be made in the di- 
rection of sanitation the old charter must 
receive attention. The act of April 3, 
1851', cited by Mr. Maule in his address 
to council IB as follows: 


Any borough heretofore incorporated 


may, 
upon application to the Court of 


Quarter Sessions, become subject to the 
restrictions and possess the powers and 
privileges conferred by this Act, Provid- 
ed, That the said Court may in their dis- 
cretion refuse such application on the re- 
monstrance of the inhabitants. And Fro- 
ided further, That upon such application 
being confirmed by the said Court, the 
provisions of the former charter shall be 
annulled by the decree of the Court, so 
'ar aa they are in conflict with the pro- 
risions of this Aut.

The breaking down of the old 
barriers against feminine ambitions for 
professional training and practice has 
lone on apace here and abroad, until at 
.his time it is not much more difficult in 
tie United States, In England and on the 
Continent of Europe for a woman to se- 
cure a thorough professional education 
ban it is for a man. 


In these days woman doctors are by no 


means rare in the principal cities of this 
sountry and of the Old World, and many 
if them are notably successful. 
Of wom- 


,n lawyers and woman preachers the num- 
»r is as yet comparatively small, but there 
s a field suitable for womanly work which 
las not been neglected in Holland, while 
t has had few feminine occupants in the 
United States. In Holland woman dent- 
sts hold their own in competition with 
men. 
Why is it that dentistry has enlist- 


d the services of so small a number of 
women in the United States? Since deni- 
sts of the gentler sex succeed BO well in 
lolland, why should they not succeed 
qually well here?

If the saying, "The beat to the cheap- 


eat," applies to anything, it does to in- 
surance. 
Insurance that "does not in- 


MirV is far worse than no Insurance at 
all. In tbe case of provision against 
death the possession of a policy believed 
to be sound, but in reality of doubtful 
value, may deter the holder from Insur- 
ing in a reliable company, and the actual 
conditions may not be discovered until 
advanced age precludes the taking out of 
new Insurance. 
As regards Sre Insurance, a worthless 


policy may lessen the amounts paid by 
reliable companies. If a merchant holds 
three policies, each for (2,000, and one of 
these prove* worthless, the other two 
companies involved will nevertheless In- 
clude that policy In tbe general average, 
reducing their own responsibility accord- 
ingly. The actual value of the policy Is 
none of their business; Its existence Is all 
that they have to reckon with. 


We note in oar news columns the COM 


of a manufacturer who took ont policies 
in companies located outside of the state. 
He was burned out and now cannot col- 
lect a cent of Insurance because the laws 
give the insurance companies whose pol- 
icies he held no authority to transact 
business In the state except when certain 
conditions are compiled with. The em- 
ployment of a reliable broker would baye 
saved not only the fire loss, but the pre- 
miums which this man had been paying. 
But he was looking for "cheap" insur- 
ance, and he got it. 


Another point. Do not get tired of pay- 


ing for insurance and let your policies 
run ont We have noted a number of 
store fires recently in various parts of the 
country where there was a wide dis- 
crepancy between the loss aid the insur- 
ance. Such a penny wise, pound foolish, 
policy is apt to mean absolute ruin to the 
business man unless he is possessed of 
large means outside of his business. Fur- 
thermore, his credit would be seriously 
injured should his unprotected condition 
become known in the market where he 
buys his goods.—Dry Goods Economist

Cadis, in Spain, Is low, marshy ground, 
unfit for cultivation, NrrertheleM It It 
turned to good account by being ntiltoed 
tor the production of salt by evaporation. 
This la ome of tbe most extensive Indus- 
tries and sources of revenue in tbe prov- 
ince. It gives employment to thousands 
of workmen and make* Cadis an Impor- 
tant leaport a* moro than two-third* of 
the 400,000 tons annually produced I* ex- 
ported to foreign lands. 


The pans are dug out In the muddy toil, 


They vary In *ize, but are of a uniform 
depth of ten Inches. All the aalt pro- 
ducing land Is intersected with innumer- 
able small canals. From June to Sep- 
tember Is the season for aalt production. 
During this period from three to four 
harvests are gathered. 


The salt workers form a distinct class 


at workmen. One generation follows an- 
ather. They are born and bred to it and 
form one huge family.. No outsider need 
dream of getting work there. 


It Is a curious sight to see the men at 


work and the way they get about. The 
business requires considerable skill. Tbe 
•oil is muddy and is almost a quicksand. 
Any person unacquainted with the work 
setting foot on a salt pan would be 
drawn down and swallowed up in a very 
few minutes. Tbe way the salt workers 
get about this dangerous ground, one leg 
at a time, barely resting the toes and 
knee on the mud, is an art In itself. 


All the work Is done In the most prim- 


itive fashion, and It is nseless to attempt 
to Introduce innovations. The men will 
not tolerate new methods. 
In making 


sluices tor the passage of water from pan 
to pan and from the larger canals they 
cannot be induced to use any other im- 
plement than their toes. 


The salt, as it Is collected, is piled up 


Into pyramids about 30 feet square at the 
base and rising to a height of about 50 
feet, and for at least 20 miles before 
reaching Cadis and traveling by rail the 
traveler is struck by the sight of hun- 
dreds and hundred* of these pyramids 
wherever the eye can reach. At night 
the glistening pyramids form a scene at 
once fantastical and imposing. 


The whole of the salt business Is in 


tbe hands of tbe salt workers, from the 
gathering of the salt to the putting of it 
Into the holds of tbe ships. Dock labor 
era and harbor men who do all other 
kinds of loading or unloading are exclud- 
ed. 
The aalt workers bave their own 


•pedal craft for carrying the salt from 
the pans to the harbor. 


Tbe process of salt loading is cnrlons. 


The ships' holds are lined with matting, 
and as soon as the ship Is ready to take 
in salt the craft come alongside laden to 
the gunwale. A sheet of canvas is then 
put down from the ship's hold to the 
•mall craft alongside, and the men, with 
their special wooden shovels, start throw- 
ing up salt Naturally a ship of 800 to 
400 ton* In ballast la very high ont of the 
water, and to *ee the men at work would 
give one the impression that aa much 
•alt falls back as Is being thrown np. 
Nevertheless the ship la laden in an in- 
credibly abort time and ready for sea, 
notwithstanding this primitive and ap- 
parently absurd process of loading.
